cluded, it is said, Marceline Dav aios, 
Ignacio Pilav icini, J ose Alordin and 
Eustacio Nov elo. 
The refugees add that many mem­ 
bers of the congress that was dis­ 
solv ed last October by Huerta's arrest 
of a majority of the deputies hav e 
again been thrown into prison. 
Hundreds of other arrests on charges 
of plotting sedition hav e been made 
since Huerta issued his proclamation 
of general amnesty following the occu­ 
pation of Vera Cruz.

Wash ington, May 16 .—Th e gravest 
possibilities are involved In th e report­ 
ed torture and execution of Private 
Samuel Parks of th e Twenty-eigh th 
United States infantry 
by Huerta’s 
soldiers near Vera Cruz. 
Th e United States h as demanded of 
th e Huerta government news of th e 
fato of Parks, declaring th at unless in­ 
formation about h im was given imme­ 
diately 
th e 
American 
government 
would consider th at "an unfriendly 
and h ostile act” h ad been committed 
in violation of th e understanding for a 
cessation of h ostilities pending medi­ 
ation. 
President 
Wilson 
and 
Secretary 
Bryan drafted a strong communica­ 
tion after receiving word from th e 
Brazilian 
minister 
in 
Mexico 
City 
th at Parks h ud been “executed.” 
No 
mention was made in th e minister's 
report of wh eth er Parks was sh ot as 
a spy after a court-martial or wh eth er 
h is body was burned, as reported to 
General Funston. 
If th is government 
is aide to determine absolutely th at 
Parks was executed by Mexican troops 
th e incident may be ground for th e 
termination of th e agreement for a 
cessation of h ostilities. 
Mediation Parley Delayed. 
Wh ile th e Parks case brough t th e 
sinister development of th e day, th ere 
v.< re oth er features in th e Mexican 
situation th at, disturbed ofiicials for a 
time. 
First came th e postponement 
of th e mediation conference at Niag­ 
ara Falls, Ont., from next Monday to 
May 2d. 
Speculation as to possible 
significance in th e delay was allayed 
later by th e announcement th at th e 
mediators h ad acted merely on a re­ 
quest of th e Huerta delegates, now on 
th e way to Wash ington, for time to 
rest after reach ing Niagara Falls. 
Th e h olding of five men reputed to 
be South Americans for trial at Vera 
Cruz as "snipers" pr om is e d to give th e 
mediators a problem. 
General Fun­ 
ston and Hear Admiral Badger re­ 
ported, 
h owever, 
th at 
investigation 
disclosed th at one prisoner, wh o said 
h e was a Ch ilean, was a Mexican, and 
th at th e four oth ers “probably wero 
Mexicans.” 
U. S. Frees Five "Snipers.” 
Secretary Garrison

Th e action was t a ke n , In* add­ 
ed, because it was found General Fun­ 
ston of h is own accord h as disch arged 
all oth er Mexicans accused uf “snip­ 
ing." 
Meantime Joh n R. Silliman, Ameri­ 
can vice-consul at Saltillo, wh o was ar­ 
rested by Mexican federal officials and 
for wh ose safety th ere h ad been grave 
fears, was on th e way to Mexico <'ity, 
said a cablegram sent to Ambassador 
Spring-Rlce by Lionel Carden, British 
minister in Mexico city. 
Try to Clear Parks' Fate. 
Private Parks was one of General 
Funston’s soldiers. 
Several days ago 
h e wand« red into th e Mexican lines 
with two h orses owned by Lieut. Col. 
Elmore F. Taggart of th e Twenty- 
eigh th infantry. 
Sh ortly after h e dis- 
ai peared General Funston reported to 
th e war department th at h e- h ad left 
th e American lines wh ile probably de­ 
ranged on account of th e h eat. 
Wh ile it is not believed th at th e 
latest demand for information regard­ 
ing Parks amounts to an ultimatum, 
th e representations were of th e most 
emph atic nature possible sh ort of an 
actual ultimatum.
